er. Charles Hendershott, fireman, was 
caught under the engine and scalded to 
death. The explosion was terrific, tearing 
up one hundred feet of track, demolishing 
the telegraph line, and wrecking eight cars 
loaded with lumber. The lumber caught 
fire, and as no weans were at hand to ex- 
tinguish the flames they were left to burn. 
All trains were delayed two hours, and ow- 
ing to the destruction of the telegraph line 
intelligence of the disaster did not reach 
here for two hours.

A Dccatur Sage I'liilosopliiz.en on the 


misery and Want In a Great 


City.—"A Soul 
of -Good 


in Things Evil.'' 


CHICAGO, 111., August 14,1684. 


DEAR KEVTEW:—Fooling somewhai 


lonasouie in this wilderness of men, 
women and woe; I concluded to bore 
you with a letter. The riot on Indi- 
ana street last night, in which some 
twenty shots weie fired, several men 
hurt, and one killed by a ballet 
through the heart; while affecting 
seriously verdant youths like myself, 
seems to be looked upon here as a 
slight manifestation of God's special 
Providence for the reduction of su- 
perfluous 
population. 
One 
man 


speaking of the strike, riot and mur- 
der, said: ''Well we have so much 
machinery now it louks like we ought 
to get along without auch mobs of 
men." I ventured to suggest to him 
that a new party ought to be started 
for the "prohibition of the macufac- 
.ture, importation and sale of men.'' 
'He's a crank, I guess," was the gen 
tleman'a remark to a friend. I thought 
mine a- logical conclusion from his 
premises. If machinery is to render 
men useless, and therefore dangerous, 
surely it is the part of a wise political 
economy to discourage thair importa 
tion and manufacture. But those 
who carry ideas to a logical conclu 
sion; whose moral sympathies are 
thrown up into peaks and mountain- 
chains; whose 
ideas are rugged, 


square, 
are 


Only he is not 


sharp-cornered and 
"cranks" now-a-day?. 
a crank whose pebbly thoughts and 
feelings are worn smooth by the 
grindmgs of a social ice age, until he 
can slip through any. theory or social 
prpjndiea.or custom without friction. 


In Chicago one sees much more 


than I expected to see, the extremes 
of opulence and poverty. To step 
from the marble fronts, the unlimited 
wealth of Michigan avenue, to the 
unlimited poverty of Canal street and 
scores of qthers, is like one, who in 
re&diag Dante should turn from a 
canto in Paradise to one in the Infer- 
ao. The report of the ka>or Bureau 
of Illinois for 1882, to be found in 


the public library here, shows that 
one-half of the average workingmen 
of the state cannot earn enough for 
their daily bread; but must depend 
upon help from their women and 
children, or charity. Now as this is 
not true of Decatur and smaller 
Dlaces, it must bo mure than trne of 
he larger cities, especially this one. 
And evidently it is so; for the streets 
are filled with little boys, some of 
them very young, selling papers and 
shining boots. Little girls are also 
selling papers, flowers, candies, and 
not a few of them shining boots here 
on the streets. Having chanced to 
meet a newspaper reporter he took 
me through a portion o£ a single 
ward here which contains sixty-five 
tenement bouses that average twenty- 
;wo families in each, arid five persons 
in a family. In one two-story frame 
bouse of eight rooms I found five 
families and twenty persons. _Jn it 
there was an old man, too old to walk 
alone. 1 ventured to ask him some 
questions and learned his son-in law 
was working at the stone yards at 
ninety cents a day; his daughter WBS 
washing; H grandson shining boots. 
'Wall, I reckon they darn't to starve 
to death;" was his very hopeful sug- 
gestion. Just whom he meant by 


they" I do not know. Little girls, 
almost naked, sneak through the al 
leys with a basket covered with a rag, 
ever now and then slipping their 
hand under the cover and taking out 
a piece, too hungry to wait until they 
get home. The basket has been fill- 
ed at the free-lunch saloon, and with 
scraps from restaurants and occasion- 
ally by a whole loaf from some chari 
tYole society. I am utterly astonish- 
ed at the way saloon keepers, cheap 
restaurants, and "Beds-ten cents-" 
establishments "shell out" to the 
hungry poor of this city. Maybe 
"There is a soul of good in things 
evil," who knows! We have not 
mastered the moral chemistry of 
God's universe. The record shows 
3.414 families were relieved by the 
county agent last year. This is but 
a fraction of those relieved by pri- 
vate cnaritiea. There are scores of 
charity organizations in the city, all 
busy. Work is just now very scarce. 
A Tribune reporter whom I met last 
night snid that an advertisement for 
a case of malignant diptheria, which 
the physician considered dangerous 
for any man to nurse, and so fatated 
in the advertisement, was answered in 
twenty-four hours by 130 applicants; 
all able bodied men. The city's vital 
statistics show 50 pe,r cent, of all chil- 
dren burn here die under five years 
of age. Of the 273 deaths last week, 
180 were under five, 122 under one 
year old. 


It is vain to talk of itnmorali'y 


RncJ intemperance baing the cause of 
all this poverty and suffering. I in- 
cline to believe that drunkenness and 
vice we as often an effuct of extreme 
poverty as it is the cause. Talk not 
of elevating the morals of an empty 
stomach. Excessive anxiety for bread 
necessarily prevents intellectual anc 
moral improvement. How often, too 
the saloon-keeper gives the hungry 
wretch a half a meal; while the class- 
leader kicks him out. I doubt not 
there are unworthy poor. .But the 
charity organization of Boston pub 
lishes a report, to be found here, ol 
an investigation of the merit of (he 
2,294 families it relieved in one year, 
and finds but 314 families that were 
unworthy of help; tbat is about one 
in seven. Of course for this fraction 
there be nothing but exposure or ar- 
rest. But that there is real distress 
of honest men, witness the fact that 
one manufactory, and one 1 under- 
stand in which workingmen are treat- 
ed meaner than in any other place in 
the city, turned away 150 applicants 
for work on Monday and Tuesday. 


I waa in a shirt factory here last 


week in which scores of women are 
employed. In the finishing room I 
picked up a shirt remarking that I 
would handle it carefully so the but- 
tons would not fall off. An elderly 
lady replied: "Kind sir perhaps yon 
do not realize that we are getting but 
seven cents a dozen for finishing 
these shirts; and find our own thread; 
and that to us a few more threads 
through each button means, a loaf or 
two less of bread a week; and none 
of us have too much now." I felt 
that I had been very unkind, and 
said so: and also felt that when we 
buy a reedy made shirt for twenty- 
five cents we little realize how hungry 
must have baen the woman who made 
it. Eeally, Bro. JacK, the massed in 
America to day know a distress of 
which our fathers never dreamed. 
Hauling one's wheat SO miles, in an 
os cart, to market, is opulenca beside 
the hunger and misery in this city 
to-night, that has no outlook but the 
poor-house or the grave. 


I am feeling very much better and 


will be home in a few days.
